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SeHOOL REPORT. 


THe Scuoot Boarp respectfully submit the following 
report. 


This being the first, or experimental year of the new school 
law, we did not expect to make many changes in the school 
system ; however, we think that the schools of the past year 
will compare favorably with those of former years, but there 
is still room for much improvement. If we expect our schol-. 
ars to obtain an education that will fit them to fill responsible 
positions in life, without some outlay on our part, we shall 
be doomed to disappointment. 

‘The policy we have followed in the past, of only raising the 
amount of money required by law, seems to be very short- 
sighted. The scholars of to-day will in a very short time be 
the men and women of the future, and therefore much de- 
pends on their early training. 

Has the policy of only giving our young men and women 
just the amount of schooling the law compels us to, anything 
_to do with the discontent of our young people, and to cause 
them to leave our hill-sides for the large towns and cities? It 
is a subject worthy of much consideration. It is a very true 
saying, ‘‘If you wish to make a man happy first make him 
contentéd.’’ We all know that no young person of intel- 
ligence will be satisfied with the very meager amount of edu- 
_ cation to be obtained in our district schools at the present 
time. We are all well aware that this, the nineteenth century- 
has made gteat advancement in all the arts, sciences, educa,

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tion, and in fact everything but the system of our common 
schools, which seem to have been at a stand-still for more 
than forty years. 

We have endeavored the past year to give each scholar as 
near as possible an equal amount of schooling, which has been 
a little more than nineteen weeks per scholar in the town dis- 
trict, It would be but a slight additional tax to give each 
senate from twenty-tive to thirty weeks of schooling per year. 

All of our school-houses, (with the exception of one which 
has a chart,) are entirely destitute of all the necessary appli- 
ances for teaching. It would greatly assist both teachers and 
pupils if every school room was supplied with at least a com- 
mon school dictionary. We would suggest, and hope the pa- 
rents will fully realize the importance of baving a uniform set 
of text books throughout the town; by so doing it would be 
of great benefit to both teachers and pupils, doing away with 
many of the small classes whereby much valuable time.is con- 
sumed for the benefit of the few, to the neglect of the major- 
ity. This rule if once adopted we think would give universal 
satisfaction. Many other suggestions might be added, but 
we leave them to be brought before the annua) school meet- 
ing, where we trust that all who are interested in the cause of 
education will be present and lend their assistance upon these 
very important subjects.
